O’Malley scores D.A. inconsistencies 


At a press conference-held at the Ben-Mar 
Resaturant, Carbondale, on Pioneer Days 
Saturday, Atty. Todd O’Malley, Demo¬ 
cratic candidate for district attorney, scored 
his Republican opponent. District Atorney 
Ernest Preate, for alleged inconsistencies on 
underage drinking. 

O’Mallsy’s statement said: 

“The Special Grand Jury which investi¬ 
gated the Mid-Valley accident recently 
recommended that stiffer penalties be 
imposed on those who corrupt the morals of 
our young people by furnishing them with 
alcoholic beverages. Immediately after that 
report was rendered, the district attorney’s 
office of Lackawanna County chose to: Peti¬ 
tion the Court to admit an individual 
charged with that very crime to an Acceler¬ 
ated Rehabilitative Disposition Program 
which could result in the dismissal of all 
charges after a short time on probation. 

“There is no excuse as to why this matter 
should have escaped the district attorney’s 
scrutiny. For the rules of Court of Lacka¬ 
wanna County require that the district attor¬ 
ney read and join in an application for ARD. 
The district attorney did not have the 
authority under the rules to delegate the 
reading and the joining of the applications to 
anyone on his staff. But this is not the first 
time that the district attorney’s office has 
joined in an aplication to ARD for individu¬ 
als charged with corrupting minors.

be available to children of the Lakeland ele¬ 
mentary School. R.D. Jermyn, only until 
the opening of the cafeteria at which time the 
free milk program will be discontinued. 

In certain cases foster children are also 
eligible for those benefits. If families have 
such children and wish to apply for such 
meals and milk, they should contact the 
school. They may do so by filling in the 
application forms sent home in a letter to 
parents. Additional copies are available at 
the pricipal’s office in each school. 

Applications may be submitted any time 
during the school year. J he easy-to- 
complete form requests information that 
school officials need to determine economic 
need based on the income and number of 
persons in the family. The information pro¬ 
vided on the application will be used only for 
the determining of eligibility. 

Under the provisions of the policy, the 
Business Manager will review applications 
and determine eligibility. If a parent is dis¬ 
satisfied with the ruling of the local official, 
he or she may request, orally or in writing. 
Mr. George H. Kinback. Administrative 
Assistant. Lakeland School District (254- 
9485) for a hearing to appeal the decision. 
Hearing procedures are outlined in the 
policy. 

The policy also provides that there will be 
no identification or discrimination against 
any child because of his her race, religion, 
sex, color, national origin or inability to pay 
the full price of the meals and/or milk. 

A complete copy of the policy may be 
reviewed by an interested party in the office 
of the Superintendent. 

The parent must also certify that all the 
information is true and correct to the best of 
their knowledge and belief. The application 
is made in connection with the receipt of 
Federal Funds. School officials may for 
cause verify information on the application. 

Deliberate misrepresentation of informa¬ 
tion may subject the applicant to prosecu¬ 
tion under applicable State and Federal 
criminal statutes. 


Children of parents and guardians who 
are unemployed, or become unemployed, 
are eligible for free and reduced price meals 
or for free milk during the period of unem¬ 
ployment. provided that the period of unem¬ 
ployment causes your family income to fall 
within the eligibility criteria.
